Dear  Sir  Rdmund': 

T  have  anotner  long  memorandum  forwarded  by  Bon.  Louis 

Coderre  iron  Dr.  Paanel,  Director  of  Vines',  with  regard  to  the  establishment 

of  a  laboratory  for  Ceramics.  Dr.  Haanel  is  Quite  opposed  to  establishing 

any  ternmj^ry  laboratory  in  Toronto. 

Undoubtedly  the  proposal  that  I  first  irade  to  the  Government 

was  ouite  different  from  that  which  T  have  recently  made,  the  reason  being 

that  I  was  not  fully  informed  as  to  the  kind  of  work  tnat  was  being  done  in 

the  other  universities  and  the  precedent  creates,  nor  had  our  own  situation 

developed  as  clearly  as  it  has  of  late.  Mi  hat  we  ask  now  i3  that  a  temporary 

laboratory  for  the  investigation  of  clays  ,  which  will  serve  this  district 

of  tne  Dominion,  should  be  established  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  The 

precedent  has  been  created  by  the  establishment  at  VcGill  and  Queen's  of 

* 

similar  work.  The  fact  tnat  that  work  nas  been  con  Dieted  and  transferred 
to  Qttawa  is  no  argument  against  beginning  similar  work  here  for  a  different 
kind  of  industry. 

Dr.  Haanel  maintains  that  they  are  ready  in  Ottawa  to  do  the 
kind  of  work  and  therefore  there  is  no  i:?<ed  of  doing  it  here.  In  this  he 
differs  from  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Vines,  Vr.  Broom,  who  believes  that  a 
temporary  laboratory  to  do  that  kind  of  work  for  this  district  under  Vr.

Keele  would  be 
an  advantage  to  the  Dominion,  and  would  not  create  any  bad  precedent. 

We  do  not  ask  the  Government  to  give  us  as  a  University  an 
annual  grant  of  money,  but  we  do  ask  then  to  do  work  here  that  ought  to 
be  done  somewhere  tor  a  lew  years.  Our  students  would  be  allowed  to 

insoect  their  laboratories:  we  would  1 eve lone  the  teaching  side,  and  in 

a  few  years  we  would  In  all  probability  establisn  complete  laboratories 
of  our  own  at  a  time  when  it  was  convenient  for  the  Donrinion  Government 
to  withdraw  ana  for  us  to  develope  further.  (Sould  you  make  it  con¬ 
venient  to  see  for.  Coderre  and  for.  Frock  about  the  matter  when  you  are 
in  Ottawa  ?  ,

Many  thanks  for  your  letter  enclosing  one  f'ron 
Mr.  Au  Fl  Kenrp.  I  arr  glad  to  know  that  Mr.  Coderre  has  expressed 
ninrself  favourably  on  the  subject,  and  I  an  grateful  to  you  for  letting 
nr e  have  Mr.  Kenp's  opinion,  tecause  I  had  begun  to  be  afraid  that  the 
opposition  of  Dr.  Haanel  night  overbear  other  influences.  I  ratner 
think  that  the  Deputy  Minister  would  be  agreeable  to  the  establ Ishnent 
of  suer;  a  laboratory,  but  ne  nay  be  in  a  difficult  position,  and  a 
favourable  opinion  iron  Mr.  Coderre  would  undoubtedly  go  a  long  way. 
McGill  seens  to  be  able  to  get  what  it  wants.  The  Goveircnent  is  now 
establishing  the  Wood  Products  Laboratory  there,  and  the  head  of  it 
has  offered  a  position  to  one  o:  our  Professors  of  Botany  in  connection 
with  it.  Of  course  all  this  will  strengthen  McGill,  ana  why  they 
should  be  afraid  or  putting  up  a  terroorary  laboratory  'an  the  University 
of  Toronto  which  is  suen  an  excellent  centre  for  the  cerarric  industry 
I  cannot  see.
